W ashington, March 9.—(UP)—Speak­ 
er of the House G arner revealed to­ 
day th at dem ocrats are ready with a 
substitute for the m anufactures sales 
tax, in event of any considerable in­ 
crease in present opposition 
to th at

$1,096,000 revenue 
bill.

This disclosure was coincident with 
publication of the voluminous report 
of the ways and m eans com mittee on 
the bill, in which the m easure was 
defended as necessary to m aintain the 
credit of the United States. 
May Rewrite Bill 
G arner has been advised by his lieu­ 
tenants of opposition to the sales tax, 
which was stoutly defended in 
the 
ways and means com m ittee report as 
the best m eans of raising more than 
half of the revenue needed to bal­ 
ance the budget. 
“It is not beyond the province of 
congress to rew rite 
this 
bill,” 
the 
speaker said. 
He explained th a t Acting Chairm an 
Crisp of the ways and means com­ 
m ittee would suggest possible substi­ 
tutes for the sales tax in his open­ 
ing speech tom orrow when the house 
takes up the bill. 
G arner said he was hopeful th a t the 
bill would be phased in its origfhal 
form . .He discounted present vocal op­ 
position as the natural outburst th at 
follows introduction of any tax bill. 
H e said he believed the house would 
act by the end of next week. 
The com m ittee defended at length 
the m anufactures sales tax, which is 
designed to raise $595,000,000 yearly. 
A ttacks on the bill in congress and 
out have centered around this princi­ 
ple, new in federal taxation. 
Answer “Poor Man” Charge 
Replying to criticism th a t the1 tax 
imposes a burden on the poor man, 
the committee said: 
“There are two answ ers to this ar­ 
gum ent: F irst a tax on a m anufac­ 
tu re r at a two and a quarter per cent 
rate will be so small on a poor .man, 
even assum ing (which is not the case 
in m any instances) th at the entire tax 
is passed on to the consum er by the 
m anufacturer, as to be negligible. 
“It should also be pointed out th at 
the more one spends, the greater his 
tax under this m anufacturers excise 
tax. The poor m an with small living 
expenses will pay much less than the 
w ealthy man who lives in great lux­ 
ury. In addition, there will be no 
avenue of avoidance for the wealthy 
of this tax as tax-exem pt securities 
afford for the avoidance of the income 
tax.” 
The com m ittee estim ated an indi­ 
v id u a l spending $2,000 a year would 
pay $15.75 in sales taxes if the entire 
tax were passed on, and only $7.88 if 
half the tax were absorbed by the 
m anufacturer.

Organized crime in America has today turned kidnaping into \ 
one of the underworld^ most profitable rackets. 
Thereby, it has added a 
'ghtening new element to the pro- * 
gressive breakdown of law enforcement agencies throughout the 
country. 


J he shock that jarred the entire nation when the Lindbergh 
baby was kidnaped has served to focus attention on the fact that there 
are kidnaping rings today, and that the law-abiding citizen has very 
little defense against them. 
The modern kidnaper is just as much a specialist in his line as 
are the underworld booze runners, “ shoppers, “ gambling kings and 
so on. 
And the kidnaper has now arrived at the point where he no 
longer hesitates about going outside ot the underworld for his victims. 
4 
Originally, kidnaping 
was strictly 
a between-us gangsters 
racket— except, of course, for sporadic cases in which one or two men 
Operated alone. 
Gambling, booze and vice rackets in the big cities grouped 
together large numbers of paid gunmen— professional “ hard guys,” 
who were seldom bothered by the police and who were constantly 
ready for absolutely any crime on the calendar. 
It occurred to these men, here and there, after a time, that 
the very underworld figures who were hiring them were 
shining 
targets for kidnapers. 
These men could be trusted never to squawk to the police. 
Besides, most of them are arrant cowards, and it seemed a safe bet 
that if they were abducted they would pay well for their freedom. 
So the “choppers”— the professional murderers— began to 
give it a trial. 
In one city atter another, little groups of half a dozen 
or more took to preying on the shadowy and wealthy big shots of 
gangland. 
A big-time gambler would be taken captive and held until 
he could get his family or his associates to cough up anywhere from 
$10 ,0 0 0 to $25,000. 
A head of a vice syndicate would be the vic­ 
tim in one city; in another, a race track luminary; in another, a liquor 
distributor. 
From city to city the racket spread. 
It worked like a charm. 
Almost without exception the kidnapers collected with a minimum 
of trouble. 
In most cases the police never even found out what was 
happening. 
Then began tile development which ought to relieve the or­ 
dinary citizen forever of his comfortable belief that gang wars don't 
really matter because the gangsters only shoot each other. 
Emboldened by their success, the kidnaping rings started to 
reach out for law-abiding citizens— men of money and position and 
of absolute integrity. 
In New York last summer Charles M. Rosenthal, 
wealthy 
broker, was kidnaped and held prisoner for 18 days, until $ 50,000 
had been paid lor his release.
